factorily. This may break some del 
icate parts of the instrum ent and 
make the trouble worse. 
“Don’t force the tu n in g crank if 
it doesn’t turn easily.

Decided by A ncient Law. 
A decision which depended on a law 
1,400 years old was given’in the coun­ 
ty court at Bath, England, when Judge 
James had to rule whether or not the 
owner of bees which leave their hivo 
and svtarm some distance away is en­ 
titled to regard them as his property. 
James Barstone claimed damages from 
Herbert Ramming, a neighbor, for a 
swarm of bees which Ruraming is al­ 
leged to have seized. The judge said 
It had been clear for hundreds of 
years, under a law laid down by the 
Emperor Justinian, that a swarm of 
bees belonged to a man as long as they 
were in his sight, and could easily 
be pursued. 
Otherwise they became 
the property of the first person who 
saw them. The law, he said, was just 
as it was hundreds of years ago and 
he decided for the defendant.

ANNEAL REPORT OF HEALTH 


OFFICER SHOWS IMPROVE­ 


MENT IN COMMUNITY 


Interesting health facts are dis­ 
closed in the report of the city health 
d ep a rtm en t for the year 1 9 1 9 , which 
has just been submitted to City 
Mana 
r Kenyon Riddle, by Health 
Officer Dr. R. H. Grube. 
The fact that there was no influ­ 
enza epidemic in 1919 as there was 
in 19IS, greatly cut down the num­ 
ber of deaths over the previous year. 
It is also interesting that there were 
no epidemics whatever and no deaths 
from co n ta g io u s diseases. 
The death figures, according to Dr. 
Grube, 
give 
an 
interesting 
in­ 
sight into the growth of Xenia. 
The 
fact, that in ISH there were only 
143 deaths, as compared to 162 in 
1919, shows that the city has grown 
in that time, as the death figures are 
normal for both years. 
There were j*st two more deaths 
than births in 1919, there being only 
160 
bi: tis 
compared 
with 
162 
deaths. 
It Is interesting, also, that 
lour deaths were due to automobile 
accidents and four were 
due 
to 
burns.

Health conditions in Xenia during 
1.919 were unusually good.

year. except a mild one of whooping 
cough in the later months.

ing the year anc! it was found to be 
operating in 
nignly efficient man­ 
ner. 
As the new sanitary sewers 
are to be installed during the com­ 
ing year in connection with the new 
street paving, it is hoped that every­ 
body along these lines will promptly 
make connections with these sewers 
and abandon all privies as required 
by both state laws and city ordi­ 
nances, thus remedying 
what 
has 
long been an annoying nuisance in 
the city. 
Much credit is due the physicians 
in the city for their hearty coopera­ 
tion in handling the various health 
problems that have arisen during the 
year, and for their prompt and cage­ 
ful report on vital statistics of wHich 
the city charter makes the health of­ 
ficer the registrar. 
A special effort will be made by 
the health department during the 
coming year to enforce the state and 
local laws gorerning the vending of 
./milk and cream, to the end that
